CLAIMS 

What is claimed is: 

1 1 . \ A method comprising the steps of: 

2 \ executing a conferencing application; and 

3 chsplaying the conferencing application in a first portion of an information 
browser window. 



1 2. The methW of claim 1, further comprising the step of: 

2 displaying ccmtrol information for the conferencing application in a second 

3 portion of the informauDn browser window. 

1 3. The method of claimWfu ther comprising the steps of: 

2 providing a view synernrWil^zation option; and 

3 sending an identifier of a rnost recently received web page to another conferencing 

4 application via a network response toVser selection of the view synchronization option. 



1 4. The method of claim 1, wherein theVep of executing the conferencing application 

2 comprises automatically executing the conferencing application upon receipt of an 

3 incoming conferencing call. 
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1 5\ The method of claim 1, wherein the conferencing application comprises a 

2 ProShare® Personal Conferencing application. 



1 6. A computer-readable medium having stored thereon a plurality of instructions, 

2 designed to \c executed by a processor, for implementing a function to execute a 

3 conferencing application, and to display the conferencing application in a first portion of 

4 a network browserVindow.

8. The computer-readable mediumM^aim 6, wherein the plurality of instructions 
are further to implement a function tcf provide a view synchronization option, and to send 
an identifier of a most recently received web pXge to a host system via a network response 
to user selection of the view synchronization optian. 



1 9. The computer-readable medium of claim 6, wherem the plurality of instructions 

2 for implementing a function to execute the conferencing application comprise instructions 

3 for implementing a function to automatically execute the confere^pcing application upon 

4 receipt of an incoming conferencing call. 
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1 WD. The computer-readable medium of claim 6, wherein the plurality of instructions 

2 foAimplementing a function to execute the conferencing application comprise instructions 

3 for implementing a function to execute a ProShare® Personal Conferencing application. 

1 11. AAapparatus comprising: 

2 contrcil logic to execute a conferencing application; and 

3 persistency control logic to display the conferencing application in a first portion 

4 of an information Drowser window. 

1 12. The apparatus orclaim 11, wherein the persistency control logic is further 

2 operative to display controNnformation for the conferencing application in a second 

3 portion of the information browser window.
